The Death of Mr. Plowden. 

Hap THE death of Mr. PLOWDEN occurred at any less stirring 
moment than the present, lawyers, journalists and laymen alike 
would have felt that it had left no inconsiderable gap in 
the world of celebrities. But in these days his retirement, and 
the death which followed so close upon it, have passed almost 
unnoticed. Yet, during the six-and-twenty years that he spent on 
the metropolitan bench, his personality was more familiar to the 
average newspaper reader than that of any among his colleagues. 
This was, no doubt, largely due to that instinct for the humorous 
side of everyday incidents which rendered him quite unable to 
resist the temptation when opportunity suggested a jest. But it 
would be a mistake to think that Mr. PLOWDEN was nothing 
more than a maker of jests, or that a reputation in public life 
can ever be attained by one who is a jester and nothing more. 
The public man who gains and keeps the public attention must 
have personality and a creed as well; he must have something 
in him which common men do not possess, but which they can 
dimly discern beneath the surface armour of the humourist. 
This was true of Mr. PLowpEeN. He was a “humanist” in the 
widest sense of the term ; one who saw the romance that lies 
beneath the sordid squalor-of misery and poverty ; he never forgot 
that those who came before him as prisoners or prosecutors were 
human beings, whose lives contained in them the same elements 
of tragedy and comedy which surround their more fortunate 
fellows. All life, it is true, is a mixture of tragedy and comedy ; 
and those who are most deeply impressed with its tragedy are 
often, by a happy economy of nature, provide! with « means 
of relief by possessing a lively sense of its comedy and its 
melodrama as well. Mr. PLOWDEN was one of these; and the 
inveterate habit of jesting which marked him in the public eye 
was but the antidote to that deep sense of the evils, hardships, 
and injustices in existing social arrangements which made him 
also a consistent and earnest legal reformer.

Probably 
this rearrangement will be found to simplify the general scheme. 
Part VIII. contains the amendments of the Land Transfer Acts

The Abandonment of the Provincial Meeting, 

ONE OF the incidental results of the war is that the Annual 
Provineial Meeting of the Law Society, which was to have been 
held at Hereford on the 29th and 30th of September bas been 
abandoned. In the ordinary course it would have afforded an 
appropriate opportunity for discussing the Real Property and 
Conveyancing Bill, but regret is useless. 


The Moratorium Order, 

WE PRINT elsewhere a set of directions which have been issued 
by the Lord Chief Justice with respect to proceedings on debts 
within the Moratorium Proclamation. Writs are to bs issued as 
usual, but judgment is not to be signed in default of appear 
ance if the writ shows that the claim is within the Proclamation ; 
and where judgment on such a claim has been already signed, 
execution is not to issue without leave. Similarly, in actions 
under order 14 proceedings will be stayed if the debt is within 
the Proclamation. The order states that judgment debts are 
not affected, since they are not contract debts. Apparently this 
is 80, since the contract is merged in the judgment, and the 
judgment is not itself a contract but a proceeding in 
movitume. 


German Banks in London. 

We wnorticep last week the requirement that an alien enemy 
cannot lawfully carry on trade in this country without a licence 
from the Crown. This has now been expressly affirmed as 
regards banking by Order in Council of the 10th inst., and an 
alien enemy cannot carry on banking business except with the 
permission of, and subject to the conditions imposed by, the 
Secretary of State. Under this order permission has been given 
to the Deutsche Bank, the Dresdner Bank, and the Disconto- 
Gesellschaft to car ry on banking business in the United Kingdom, 
so far as necessary for completing transactions entered into before 
the 4th inst., and for realising assets and discharging liabilities ; 
and all transactions are to be subject to the supervision of Sir 
Witu1aM PLenver, who has absolute discretion to refuse to permit 
any payment to be made which may appear to him contrary to 
British interests. The banks in question will have the benefit 
of the Moratorium Proclamations. 


The Status of Interneda Battleships. ¥ 

[WO DIFFICULT questions of International Law created by 
the military situation of the last ten days have now automatically 
solved themselves. One of these was the position of Austria- 
Hungary, which has been the ally of Germany from the com 
mencement of hostilities, but was not herself in the first instance 
at war with anyone except Servia. Now, however, an actual 
declaration of war against Austria has been made in succession 
by Russia, France, and finally England ; so that her anomalous 
status of neutrality-cum-belligereney no longer requires considera- 
tion. The other question, which has caused more public interest 
concerned the German cruisers Goeben and Breslau, whose move- 
ments in the Mediterranean have proved highly embarrassing to 
such neutral countries as Italy and Turkey. Neither country, of 
course, Can assist In any way with military stores or equipment 
« belligerent battleship, and, if the latter takes refuge in her 
ports, and does not leave within twenty-four hours, the neutral 
power must insist on her dismantlement and internment. But 
to secure the “internment ” of two gigantic modern battleships 
against their will is not an easy or an enviable task. Happily 





the situation has been saved by the sale of both vessels to 
Turkey, which has purchased them in the exercise of what inter- 
national lawyers call “ benevolent neutrality.” The validity of 
such a sale under existing circumstances, after the vessels have 
taken refuge to escape capture, is doubtful under the old rules 
of International Law ; and it is expressly declared invalid by the 
Declaration of London. But owing to the rejectio.: of the Naval 
Prize Bill by the House of Lords, that Declaration is not law in 
England, and we could scarcely insist_on a provision in our 
favour which exceeds the previous international rule. 


The Effect of the War on Contracts. 

A CORRESPONDENT whuse letter we print elsewhere raises an 
important question—and one, we expect, of which a good deal 
will be heard —as to the position of English traders with contracts 
on their hands which, owing to the outbreak of the war, they 
either cannot fulfil at all, or can only fulfil by purchasing goods 
at inereased prices. If there is a physical impossibility of per- 
forming the contract, then the principle of Taylor v. Caldwell (3 B. & 
S. 826), and the Coronation Seat cases (see Chandler v. Webster, 1904, 
| K. B. 493), may apply, and the contract is at an end, leaving 
each party in his then position. Usually no money will have 
been paid, and it is the same as if the contract were rescinded. 
If the impossibility is caused by the failure of railway facilities 
here, owing to the action of the Government in taking over the 
railways, then the contract would, it seems, be equally at an end, 
this being an excuse for non-performance (see Laws of England, 
vol. 7, pp. 431, 432); though impossibility through the mere 
outbreak of hostilities abroad is not an excuse (Jacobs v. 
Crédit Lyonnais, 12 Q. B. D. 589). If, however, the goods are 
to come from Germany, then there is the further consideration 
that a contract to procure them will be illegal, and this, 
no doubt, would be an excuse (see Esposito v. Bowden, 7 E. & 
B. 763). But, in fact, the whole subject is so full of difficulties 
that we cannot do more than hint at its various aspects. The 
only thing clear, we imagine, is that a mere rise in the price 
of goods which a vendor has to procure—goods, that is, coming 
from a neutral country—is no ground for raising his contract 
price to the purchaser. We hope shortly to give the subject as 
full consideration as practicable, but we foresee a long vista of 
litigation arising out of it. 


The War Acts, 

THE OUTBREAK of the war has been the occasion fora consider- 
able number of emergency statutes. We printed last week the 
Postponement of Payments Act and the first Proclamation 
under it; the second Proclamation, dated 6th inst., is noticed 
below. We print elsewhcre the Aliens Restriction Act, and we 
hope to give next week the material points in the Orders in Council 
made under it. We also print elsewhere the following statutes :— 
The Currency and Bank Noves Act, which provides for the issue of 
one poundand ten shilling currency notes, but entitles the holder to 
payment in gold on demand at the Bank of England ; the Defence 
of the Realm Act, which confers on the King in Council, during the 
continuance of the present war, authority to issue orders regu- 
lating the powers and duties of the naval and military authorities 
for securing the public safety and defence of the realm, and 
authorizing the trial by court-martial of persons contravening 
regulations designed to prevent communication with the enemy, 
or to secure the safety of means of communication, or of 
railways, docks or harbours, as if such persons were subject 
to military law and had on active service committed an 
offence under section 5 of the Army Act; the Army (Supply of 
Food, Forage, and Stores) Act, which extends sectior 115 of the 
Army Act, 1881, to food, forage, and stores of every description ; 
and the Unreasonable Withholding of Foodstuffs Act, which gives 
power to the Board of Trade, if so authorized by Proclamation, to 
take possession of foodstuffs unreasonably withheld from the 
market, the price, in default of agreement, to be such as is decided 
to be reasonable under all the circumstances of the case by the arbi 
tration of a High Court judge selected by the Lord Chief Justice. 
And there is the Patents, Designs, and Trade-Marks (Temporary 
Rules) Act, which enables rules to be made for avoiding or 
suspending any patent or licence granted to, and the registration 
of any trade mark the proprietor whereof is, an alien enemy. 
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Requisitioning Stores. 

THE Defence of the Realm Act is intended to enable the mili- 
tary authorities to deal summarily with matters of immediate 
danger, such as tapping wires or attempts to blow up bridges. 
The offender will be liable on conviction to penal servitude or 
some less punishment, in accordance with section 5 of the 


Army Act. The punishment of death is confined to the offences 4 


on active service enumerated in section 4. With reference to 
supplies for the Army, section 115 of the Army Act already con- 
fers the necessary power to requisition carriages and horses of 
every description, and vessels used for inland navigation. By 
section 5 of the Army (Annual) Act, 1913, this is extended to 
aircraft of every description, and the present Act brings in food, 
forage, and stores. It is necessary first for an Order in Council 
to be issued, stating that a case of emergency exists and 
authorising any general or field officer to issue a requisition 
of emergency. Such an order, as mentioned on another page, 
has already been made. The officer so authorized can then 
issue his requisition, and this requires magistrates, on demand 
by an officer mentioned in it, to issue a warrant for the provision 
of the required supplies. The warrant is executed by a constable. 
Due payment is to be made, and any difference as to payment is 
to be determined by the county court. The Unreasonable 
Withholding of Foodstuffs Act is a very different measure, and 
is intended to prevent the cornering of necessaries. It appears 
from the papers that not a few individuals have been unpatriotic 
enough to make their own private corners, but the general 
disposition of traders has been to prevent this by refusing to 
allow any customer more than normal supplies ; aud there seems 
to have been no cornering on a large scale. Should this evil 
arise, the Act gives the Board of Trade power to deal with it. 
In another category again is the Patents and Designs (Temporary 
Rules) Act. This is intended to prevent cessation of industry in 
various special manufactures where patents are held by, or trade- 
marks belong to, German firms. The Board of Trade will be 
able to give the necessary facilities for allowing the processes 
to be carried on. 


Workmen Employed in the Navy. 


THE STATUTES above mentioned are those of immediate 
interest in connection with the war. In addition there is the 
Prize Courts (Procedure) Act, under which rules to be made by 
Order in Council under the Prize Courts Act, 1894, s. 3, regu- 
lating the procedure and practice in prize courts, will be sub- 
stituted for the corresponding provisions in the Naval Prize 
Act, 1864; and the Injuries in War (Compensation) Act 
enables an Order in Council to be made for granting pensions 
and other allowances to persons (other than naval or military 
officers or wen) in respect of injuries suffered by them whilst 
employed afloat by or under the Adm‘ralty or Army Council in 
connection with warlike operations, and in the case of their 
death to their widows and other dependants. This is rendered 
necessary by the terms of section 9 of the Workmen’s Compen- 
sation Act, 1906, which applies the Act to workmen in the 
employment of the Crown ; this has only the same scope as in 
cases of employment by a private person, and consequently is 
restricted to employment within the United Kingdom : 
Tomalin v. Pearson (1909, 2 K. B. 61) and Schwartz v. Indiarubber, 
de, Works (1912, 2 K. B. 299). Hence a workman employed 
by the Crown on a ship is not covered. An Order in Council 
establishing a scheme of allowances has already been made. 
The Police Reservists (Allowance) Act empowers the police 
authorities to make family allowances for police reservists on 
active service. The Electoral Disabilities (Naval and Military 
Service) Removal Act makes provision in accordance with its 
title against loss of vote through absence, whether as a member of 
the naval or army reserves, or of the territorial force, or as a 
volunteer, on actual naval or military service on behalf of the Crown 
whether beyond the seas or not ; and poor relief to the wife or 
children during the absence will not be a disqualification. 
And the Housing (No. 2) Act authorizes the spending 
within one year of its passing of four million pounds by the 
Board of Agriculture in agricultural districts, and the Local 
Government elsewhere, in the provision of dwellings for the 








| working classes. This will both furnish employment and supply 


one of our most patent national deficiencies. 
The Legislation of the Session. 

APART FROM the emergency measures, a considerable amount 
of ordinary legislation has emerged from what at first promised to 
be an unfruitful session. There is the British Nationality and 
Status of Aliens Act, which,-from its title, would seem to be 
another emergency Act, but is really a consolidating statite, 
which has run its ordinary course through Parliament; and 
there are the Bankruptcy Act avd the Deeds of Arrangement 
Act, which also are consolidation Acts, and read into the principal 
statutes the alterations made by the Bankruptcy and Deeds of 
Arrangement Act, 1913. A measure of great practical impor- 
tance has been secured in the Criminal Justice Administration 
Act, and the scheme of unemployment insurance has been 
varied by the National Insurance, 1911 (Part IIT Amendment) 
Act. The Milk and Dairies Act is on the statute book, and minor 
measures of a humanitarian or social nature are the Exportation 
of Horses Act, the Education (Provision of Meals) Act, and the 
Elementary Education (Defective and Epileptic Children) Act ; 
but we look in vain, among the Bills which have received the 
Royal Assent for the Plumage Bill. Scotland has to her credit 
an Entail Act and a Feudal Casualties Act. The latter irresistibly 
suggests compensation for squires wounded in tournaments, but 
possibly only refers to heriots or reliefs of some kind. And we 
must not .overlook the Merchant Shipping (Convention) Act, 
which is intended to give effect, so far as practicable, to the 
International Convention for the safety of life at sea made in 
London last January. The Solicitors Bill, transferiing the 
disciplinary powers of the High Court to the Law So iety, is not 
yet on the statute book. 


State Insurance of War Risks. 

THE SCHEME of State Insurance for war risks just put into 
force by the Government has one great characteristic which 
differentiates it from the schemes of health and unemployment 
insurance initiated by the Act of 1911. These schemes made 
the State a direct insurer of risks, and displaced altogether the 
competition of private traders throughout the fields with which 
they dealt. But the War Risks Insurance Scheme is not a 
policy of direct insurance at all; it does not displace, but 
co operates with, private enterprise. It is, in fact, simply a 
scheme of reinsurance. Now, reinsurance is a cardinal element 
in all modern insurance of any importance, whether it be life, 
fire, marine, or even accident. A group of underwriters or a 
company takes on the risk and receives the assured’s premium ; 
it then reinsures with another group or company a certain per- 
centage of the risk taken. In fact, as all lawyers with much 
experience of insuranee work are well aware, “running down” 
and similar cases in the courts are not infrequently in 
substance simply fights between an insurance company 
which has paid up, and its reinsurer who considers that it 
ought not to have paid the claim. The essence of modern 
insurance practice is found in two principles: (1) the restric- 
tion of insurance to a certain proportion of the total 
risks in any one locality——e.g., no well conducted tire office will 
insure more than a certain percentage of the buildings in one 
street or one large block—and (2) the distribution of losses 
amongst many hands by means of reinsurance. In peace all this 
is a matter of business, c venience, or adjustment, and the risks 
become international ; they get spread out among the under- 
writers of many different nations. But in war the system breaks 
down. War risks are not likely to be taken cutside the 
insurance groups of the nation whose commerce is in danger ; 
hence the area over which the risk can be spread is limited. 
Again, they are indefinite in amount, so that underwriters 
hesitate to face ruin by taking them. The result is that it 
becomes necessary to extend the assurance fund available, and 
limit the total amount of loss that can fallon each underwriter. 
This can only be done if the nation steps in and pledges the 
whole national resources as a security by way of reinsurance, 
and that is precisely what the Government is, in fact, doing. 
The Government’s Scheme of Reinsurance. 

THE METHOD adopted is that recommended by a sub-com- 
mittee of the Imperial Defence Committee. It is the various 
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sub-committees of this useful body, we believe, waich originally 
advised and drafted all the numerous financial and military 
measures which have been passed into law with so much celerity 
this last fortnight. The principal points in the sckeme are the 
following. The Treasury is to reinsure all policies granted by 
recognized shipping clubs or associations at a rate of premium 
fixed by the Government; this rate was at first fixed at a five 
guinea per cent. premium, but has been reduced to four 
guineas. In the case of a loss due to “ King’s enemy risks,” 
80 per cent. of the loss is to be borne by the Treasury, and only 
20 per cent. by the underwriters. As regards vessels which go 
to sea after the outbreak of war, the Government is to get its 
proper proportion of the premiums, namely, 80 per cent. ; but as 
regards vessels at sea on the outbreak of war, the Government 
will bear its proportion of any loss without charging any pre- 
mium Both vessels and cargoes can be reinsured on this basis 
in respect of new voyages undertaken after the commencement 
of the war; but we gather that policies on cargoes at sea when 
hostilities actually broke out will not be accepted for 
reinsurance. Again, the liability only covers direct destruction 
or capture by the enemy; where a ship incurs losses because 
she devistes in order to escape capture these will not be regarded 
as “ King’s enemy risks.” Payment will be made six months 
after a claim is made, Insured ships must obey Admiralty 
directions as to their voyages, and must have taken out an 
ordinary Lloyd's policy, with collision clause attached, and con- 
taining what is known as the F.C, and §. clause, i.¢., a clause 
excepting the underwriters from liability by containing the words 
* Free of capture and seizure.” It will be seen, therefore, that 
the system involves the existence of two policies, an ordinary 
one and the new policy against “war risks "—which may take tht 
form of a mere marginal clause added to the ordinary Lloyd’s 
policy—of which only the latter, of course, is reinsured by the 
State, but the rate of the additional policy takes the shape of a 
fixed premium per cent. on that of the ordinary policy. 


Submarine Mines in War. 


THE war, attended as it has been by the initial disaster in the 
loss of The Amphion, has brought into prominence the question 
of the use of submarine mines, ‘These are of two kinds, 


electrical and automatic. The first are electrically connected 
with a firing station on shore, and are controlled from that 
station. Hence they can be rendered harmless by simply 


switching off the electric current: They are appropriate only 
for purposes of defence, and there is no convention and, 
apparently, no custom restricting their use. The question of 
restriction has been discussed mainly with reference to the second 
class. Here the means of firing is contained in the mine itself, 
either in the form of a small electric battery, or a spring, or some 
other contrivance, and the firing gear is set in operation by a 
ship bumping against the mine. Hence they are called automatic 
contact mines. A mine of this kind, when alive, is dangerous 
to friend and foe alike ; but there are arrangements for making it 
innocuous after a certain time, or, if it is anchored, as soon as it 
breaks loose. In the absence of such an arrangement they are 
merely “infernal machines,” which tio civilized nation would 
use, 

The use of mines is, of course, only an instance—though an un- 
fortunate instance—of the application of explosives to warfare ; 
but they did not come into any great prominence till the Russo- 
Japanese War of 1904—5, when automatic mines were used in the 
attack and defence of Port Arthur, with heavy loss to both sides. 
But the damage was not only to the belligerents. Hundreds of 
the mines eitber broke adrift from their moorings, or, not being 
anchored at all, floated into the high seas, and caused serious 
loss of life and property to neutrals long after the conclusion of 
the war (Liggins, Hague Peace Conferences, p. 328). Obviously 
this could not be allowed to recur without protest, and the matter 
was discussed at the Peace Conference of 1907, and, to some 
extent, restrictions on the use of mines were agreed upon. Not un- 





naturally, the leading complainant was the Chinese Government, 
and their delegation stated that they were still obliged to pro 
vide coasting vessels with special apparatus to raise and destroy 
floating mines which were found not only in the open sea, but 
in their territorial waters. “ In spite,” the delegates said, “ of the 
precautions which have been taken, a very considerable number of 
coasting vessels, fishing boats, junks and sampans have been lost 
with all hands without the details of these disasters being known to 
the western world. It is calculated that from five to six hundred of 
our countrymen engaged in their peaceful oceupations have thus 
met a cruel death in consequence of these dangerous engines of 
war.” 

The instructions to the British delegates—Sir EpwarD Fry, 
Sir Ernest Satow, and others—at the Hague Conference, stated 
that the British Government would view with satisfaction the 
abandonment of the employment of automatic mines in naval 
warfare altogether ; failing total prohibition, they advocated the 
strictest limitations ; and in pursuance of these instructions the 
sritish Delegation presented to the committee appointed to deal 
with submarine mines a draft set of articles which proposed : (1) 
to forbid unanchored automatic contact mines altogether ; and to 
forbid their use when anchored unless so constructed as to 
become harmless on breaking loose; (2) to forbid their use for 
establishing or maintaining a commercial blockade ; (3) to confine 
all mines to the territorial waters of the belligerents ; and (4) 
to require the removal of all mines at the end of the war. The 
British view was, that electrically controlled mines were 
permissible, but considerations of the rights of neutrals and non- 
combatants required a restriction on the use of automatic contact 
mines. 

The discussion of the British proposals revealed, however, 
considerable ditferences of opinion, and the convention ultimately 
adopted. was materially different. Thus, unanchored automatic 
contact mines were only forbidden if they failed to become 
harmless not later than an hour after they had ceased to be 
under control, though as régards anchored mines the British 
proposal was adopted. They must become harmless on breaking 
loose (Art. 1). ‘The prohibition of mines for the purposes of 
blockade was to a certain extent adopted. ‘They were not to be 
laid off the coasts and ports of the enemy with the sole object of 
intercepting commercial navigation (Art. 2). But this left the 
obvious difficulty of determining what was the “sole object.” 
The prohibition of mines on the high seas was not adopted ; but 
the proposal for the removal of all mines at the end of the war 
was (Art. 5). 

When the draft was finally adopted by the Conference, Sir 
ERNEST SaTow pointed out on behalf of Great Britain that it 
could not be regarded as final. It did not adequately protect 
neutrals, hor did it take sufficient account of humanitarian senti- 
ments, and he made this impressive declaration of the rights of 
neutrals :— 

The high seas are a great international highway. If in the 
present state of international law and custom belligerents are 
permitted to fight their battles there, it is none the less incum- 
bent on them to do nothing which might, long after their 
departure from a particular place, render this highway dangerous 
to neutrals who have an equal right to use it. We declare 
without hesitation that the right of the neutral to security of 
navigation of the high seas ought to take precedence of the 
transitory rights of the belligerents to employ these devices on the 
scene of the operations of war. 

And he pointed out that the convention was not to be regarded 
as the last word of international law on the subject, nor was it 
to be presumed that what the convention had not forbidden 
was therefore legitimate. 

The inadequateness of the convention was largely due to the 
objections of the German delegates. They admitted that 
belligerents who laid mines assumed a very heavy responsibility 
towards neutrals and peaceful shipping, but they preferred to 
rely on the good sense and humanity of sailors, and not to bind 
military acts by rules. “It would,” said Baron voN 
BIEBERSTEIN, “ be well not to issue rules -the strict observance 
of which might be rendered impossible by the force of things. 
It is of the first importance that the international maritime law 
which we desire to create should only contain clauses the 
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execution of which is possible froma military point of view, even 
in exceptional circumstances”—an excellent reason, as events 
have shewn, for having no law at all. 

There, then, the matter rested as far as the convention was 
concerned, but there was so little unanimity that it may be 
questioned whether it has ever been regarded as of any great 
validity. Electrically controlled mines were not interfered with ; 
there was no absolute prohibition of automatic contact mines ; 
and the high seas were left open to these engines of destruction. 
They were, indeed, to be rendered innocuous in certain circum- 
stances, and cleared away after the war. But there was no 
guarantee that these requirements would be carried out. Since 
the Convention of 1907, the International Law Association has 
twice considered the question, and has adopted articles banishing 
all mines from the high seas, and introducing further restrictions ; 
but all this is academical at the present moment. We have seen 
no authoritative opinion as to whether the mine which caused 
the loss of Zhe Amphion was lawful under the terms of the 
convention or not, and we have not the facts on which to venture 
an opinion of our own. The practical outcome is that Germany 
probably regards any use of mines as lawful which will be a 
danger to the enemy, though doubtless peaceful shipping will be 
protected by her as far as is compatible with the main object. 
Great Britain, on the other hand, is free to treat all mine-laying 
in the open sea as illegitimate, and to treat mine-layers there 
with summary justice, an idea which we owe to the Times 
naval correspondent (7imes, 7th inst.). 





The General Moratorium. 


WE printed last week the Postponement of Payments Act and 
the first Proclamation under it. This Proclamation related only 
to bills of exchange other than cheques or bills payable on 
demand. Since then a second Proclamation of a much wider 
character has been issued, and it may be useful if we attempt a 
statement of the present posit‘on. 

The Act empowers the King by Proclamation to authorize the 
postponement of the payment of, any bill of exchange, or of any 
negotiable instrument, or any other payment in pursuance of any 
contract, to such extent, for such time, and subject to such 
conditions or other provisions as may be specified in the 
Proclamation. The first Proclamation has already been 
extensively used, and probably its provisions are familiar. As 
just stated, it excludes cheques and bills payable on demand, 
but otherwise it applies to all bills of exchange accepted before 
the 4th inst., and it postpones payment for a calendar 
month from the original due date, provided the acceptor 
reaccepts it in the form appended to the Proclamation— 
“ Re-accepted under Proclamation for £ ,’ the sum to be 
inserted being the original amount increased by interest. The 
bill is then deemed to be due one calendar month after the 
date of its original maturity, and in fixing that date the usual 
days of grace must be added. Thus a three months bill dated 
the 10th of May, and falling due nominally on the 10th of 
August, but really on the 13th of August, will be deemed to 
be due on the 13th of September, and interest will run 
for this month at the Bank of England rate current on the 
13th of August, namely 5 per cent. This must be calculated 
and added to the amount of the bill at the time of re-acceptance. 
The re-acceptance should apparently be dated the 13th of 
August, whether actually signed on that day or not. If a bill 
which fell due before the 4th of August was not presented, the 
acceptor would be entitled to re-accept it on presentation after 
that date, and would get a month's delay from the original date ; 
so this could only affect a bill falling due after the 4th of July, 
and since in practice all bills are presented for payment on the 
due date, so as to preserve the liability of the drawer and in- 
dorsers, the case is not important. Other points no doubt will 
arise, but this seems all that need be said at present on the first 
Proclamation. Possibly the sudden drop in the bank rate from 
10 per cent. was influenced by the fact that people would have 
had to re-accept their bills at that rate. We understand that 
banks have been sending back all bills entitled to the moratorium 
as a matter of course, unless specia'ly instructed to pay them.

‘The second Proclamation, made on the 6th inst., is a very 
different matter. It refers primu facie to all payments which have 
become due and payable before the 6th inst., or which will become 
due and payable before the 4th of September (1) in respect of any 
cheque or bill on demand drawn before the 4th of August ; (2) 
in respect of any negotiable instrument (not a bill of exchange) 
dated before that time ; or (3) in respect of any contract made 
Thus it does not apply to bills of exchange 
within the first Proclamation, but it applies to cheques and 
demand bills, to negotiable instruments generally, and to all 
contracts under which money was already payable on the 6th of 
August, or becomes payable before the 4th of September ; but 
the instrument must be dated, or the contract made before the 
4th of August. The money will be deemed to be due one 
calendar month after the original due date, or on the 4th of 
September, whichever is the later date. 

This second Proclamationtis quite different from the first in its 
mode of operation. It does not assume an obligation maturing 
before or after the 6th of August, and then postpone it for a month. 
It applies to obligations due before or after the 6th of August, and 
gives them all postponement till the 4th of September or longer. 
A debt already overdue on the 4th of August gets a month from 
then. Hence there can be no action on any such debt till the 
4th of September ; « debt maturing between the 4th of August 
ard the 4th of September gets a month from its actuil date of 
maturing. As regards cheques this can only affect a cheque 
drawn and dated befure the 4th of August, or drawn before the 
4th of August and post-dated so as to be due after that date. In 
the former case the liability on the cheque is postponed till the 
{th of September, whether it had been presented and dishonoured 
before the 4th of August or was being held over. As to post- 
dated cheques these are legally valid (Chalmers, Bills of 
Exchange, note to section 13 (2) of the Act of 1882; Laws of 
England, vol. 1, p. 602), and there seems to be no objection to 
admitting evidence of the date of drawing (compare [Passmore v. 
North, 13 East, 517); so that these also are postponed and will 
be due a month from their date, 

3ut the most important payments affected are those “ in respect 
of any contract made before” the 4th of August. Subject to 
the exceptions, they are all postponed till the 4th of September or, 
if they fall due after the 4th of August, for a month from the 
due date. We may refer to the text of the Proclamation for the 
exceptions. These include payments in respect of which the 
original liability did not exceed £5; hence all petty debts are 
ruled out ; and they include wages and salary, and rates and 
taxes ; but they do not include rent. Now it is familiar law 
that a lease is a contract, and the rent reserved is a payment 
made in respect of a contact. There is a difficulty, perhaps, 
in adjusting this to the exception of initial debts under £5. 
What is the initial liability under a lease? Probably we 
must take the recurring instalments as the test, that 
quarterly or half yearly payments exceeding £5, which were 
in arrear on the 6th of August, or fall due between that date 
and the 4th of;September, seem to be postponed ; but we doubt 
whether weekly or other periodic instalments under £5 are 
within the Proclamation. If this is so, then there is an 
unfortunate discrimination against the poorer classes. 

We believe that banks are availing themselves of the moratorium 
to a certain extent; that is—if our information is correct 
cheques up to £25 are being cashed in the ordinary way ; but if 
the balance on the 4th of August exceeded that amount, only 
one-tenth of the excess can be drawn on, as of course, in cash, 
though the whole can be operated on by crossed cheque. But 
larger cash cheques are allowed for wages or other usual trade 
purposes. There seems to be no doubt that this is quite within 
the Proclamation, since it is well settled that the relation of 
banker and customer is that of debtor and creditor: Foley v. //ill 
(2 H. L. ©. 28). Henee, under the Proclamation, a banker is 
entitled to postpone till the 4th of September all drawings on 
accounts existing on the 4th of August. 

Another case is the right of companies to withhold payment 
of dividends already declared. ‘These became, on declaration, 
debts due from the company to the shareholder, payable either 
immediately, or on the day fixed for payment (see /’r Severn, de., 
Railway Co. 1896, 1 Ch. 559; Re Accrington, dc., Tramways 
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o., 1909, 2Ch, p, 47), and they are, we imagine, due by contract, 
made, of course, before the 4th of August; so that dividends 
can only be postponed for a month from their due date, or till 
the 4th of September, whichever is longer Since there is a 
good deal of controversy just now as to postponement of 
dividends, this point, if we have correctly dealt with it, is im- 
portant. It should be noticed that dividends on trustee 
securities are within the exception and cannot be postponed ; 
but this does not extend to real securities, and therefore mort- 
gage interest in arrear or accruing due is postponed till the 4th 
of September or later. 

If a postponed debt is not carrying interest, and a specific 
demand is made for payment and payment is refused, interest 
will run as from the 4th August or the due date, whichever is 
later, till payment, at the bank rate on the 7th inst., ic. 6 per cent. 

The above are the points which occur to us, but our remarks 
on any doubtful point are only made by way of suggestion, 
and we have quite possibly made slips over the dates. 
We have stated the effect of the moratorium as it presents itself 
to us, and of course no one is bound to take advantage of it, or, 
indeed, should do so un'ess necessity compels. The Proclamation 
expressly states that it docs not prevent payments being made 
during the month of postponement. The moratorium has not 
been badly described as an arrangement under which you pay all 
your own debts, but nobody pays you.

Sir,—I read with great interest and instruction the excellent and 
opportune articles in your last issue on various legal aspects of the 
present war. 

When, however, you discuss questions of national policy, you will 
not, | am sure, claim any special importance for your opinion, and 
I feel | must dissent from the view you express, under the heading 
“The Compelling Cause,” that public opinion in this country would 
have forbidden participation in the war before the question of 
Belgian neutrality had been defined. 

This country has had two objects in going to war—l. To 
prevent the humiliation of France ; 2, To preserve the neutrality of 

selgium. 

You are not as clear in your observations as Sir Edward Grey 
is in his despatches ; but if, as your words imply, you consider that 
public opinion would not have supported war on the first of these 
grounds, then I desire strongly to join issue with you. 

It seems to me that the Government intended to secure both these 
ends and not only the second ; and for the first alone they would, | 
firmly believe, have had the country with them, with the 
exception of some extreme pacificists. 

I should be very sorry for it to be supposed that the legal pro 
fession in England, whose leanings, no doubt, very naturally and 
properly, are against war, think, as | take it, you suggest. I feel sure 
that the solicitor branch of the profession do not, and I have not 
the slightest reason for thinking that the views of their brethren of 
the Bar are materially different. 

Even if Belgium had not been invaded, we were bound to “ weigh 
in,” under the circumstances. The position was quite simple —if we 
did not fight now we should not count afterwards.

| We are very glad to receive and publish Mr. Bramley’s letter. It 
is, perhaps, still a permissible opinion that it was the attack on 
Belgium that gave the Government—to quote the words we actually 
used—“ whole-hearted support” ; that is, prevented the questionings 
which there would have been had this element been absent. Its 
importance is strongly insisted on by Sir Henry Erle Richards in a 
letter to the 7%mes of the 10th inst., which expresses the substance 
of our own remarks as to the necessity of sunidhian this violation of 
treaties if public law is ever to reign in Europe. And this is, of 
course, our interest in the matter. There must in time tu come be as 
sure a foundation for international as for municipal law, and that is 
an object at which lawyers especially may be expected to aim. But 
this is no time to pursue the subject. Whether France alone would 
have involved us‘in war is a question which can remain unanswered. 
The attack on Belgium has brought us to the help of France, and 
that in practice is sufficient either way. Incidentally, as to the duty 
of not confounding Germany with the policy of her rulers, we should 
like to refer to Mr. E. 8S. P. Haynes’ letter in the Z'imes of the 10th 
inst.—Ep.

The Effect of the War on Contracts.

Sir,—I have recently started to purchase your journal through a 
local bookstall, and am pleased to see that in this week’s issue unde: 
“New Orders, &c.,” you have set out in full the various Proclama 
tions and the Postponement of Payments Act, 1914. I congratulate 
you on being so up to date. 

[ hope that in next week’s issue you will be able to set out in full 
the “Aliens Restrictions Act,” passed last Wednesday, and also a 
full copy of the Order in Council meade under it. 

Solicitors will have to be constantly advising clients during th: 
war as to their position under these varions Orders in Council 
and Acts of Parliament, and as the ordinary newspapers «lo 
not always set out the Orders in Council or the Acts of Foclnmeat, 
country solicitors are placed at some disadvantage, and therefore | 
think are entitled to look to their legal journals to see that they are 
kept up to date. 

In this city we have numerous aliens, and are probably more 
seriously affected than any other large town in the kingdom by the 
war, in consequence of the very large business we do with the 
Continent, especially with Germany and Russia. 

There is one question which is affecting very many firms in England, 
and that is their position under continuing contracts for the supply 
of materials, which in very numerous instances have to be imported 
from abroad. How far are they bound to carry out their contracts 
which do not contain any exception for war risks? And are they 
entitled to raise the prices stipulated for in their contracts in con 
sequence of the rise in the price of the materials through the war ! 
If you can see your way to give an article stating the law on the 
subject, I am sure it will be of great interest to the solicitor pro 
fession. I have already had to advise on the point, and the text 
books are almost entirely silent thereon.

British Insurance Companies and Enemy Policy 
Holders.

Sir,— Many of your readers would, I am sure, find it useful to have 
your views on the position of British Insurance Companies who have 
issued policies of assurance on the lives and for the benefit of persons 
now, unfortunately, alien enemies of His Majesty. 

Such policies are choses in action, and as such remain in a state of 
suspended animation. I take it that there is no objection to the 
company which has issued the policy accepting premiums from the 
alien enemy, for such acceptance does not per se constitute a contract 
between the company and the assured. Of course, the company 
cannot issue a new policy to an alien enemy or quote a war 
premium to an alien combatant enemy, or pay a policy during the 
continuance of the war. But presumably there must be hundreds of 
policies effected by German non-combatants (e.g., women) prior to the 
declaration of war, and serious anxiety may be caused by the beliet 
that if a premium becomes payable on such a policy during the war, 
the issuing office is bound to refuse to accept the premium, and 
consequently is compelled to forfeit the policy. CONVEYANCER.

lished, in order to remove the uncertainty which prevails as to the 
practice of the court during the period covered by the Proclamations.

1. Powers with respect tf aliens in case of national emergency 
(1) His Majesty may at any time when a state of war exists between

Currency and Bank Notes Act, 1914. 


An Act to authorize the issue of Currency Notes, and to make provision 
with respect to the Note Issue of Banks. [6th August, 1914 

Be it enacted, &c. 

1. One pound and ten shilling currency notes.}—(1) The Treasury 
may, subject to the provisions of this Act, issue currency notes for 
one pound and for ten shillings, and those notes shall be current in 
the United Kingdom in the same manner and to the same extent and 
as fully as sovereigns and half-sovereigns are current, and shall lb: 
legal tender in the United Kingdom for the payment of any amount. 

(2) Currency notes under this Act shall be in such form and of su h 
design and printed from such plate and on such paper and be authent 
cated in such manner as may be directed by the Treasury. 

3) The holder of a currency note shall be entitled to obtain o 
demand. during office hours at the Bank of England, payment for the 
note at its face value in gold coin which is for the time being legal 
tender in the United Kingdom. 

(4) The Treasury may, subject to such conditions as to time, manner, 
and order of presentation as they shall think fit, call in any currency 
notes under this Act on paying for those notes at their face value 1 
gold 

(5) Currency notes under this Act shall be deemed to be bank notes 
within the meaning of the Forgery Act, 1913 [3 & 4 Geo. 5. c. Zi, anid 
any other enactment relating to offences in respect of bank notes which 
ig for the time being in force in any part of the British Islands, and 
to be valuable securities within the meaning of the Larceny Act, 1861 
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(24 & 25 Vict., c. 96), and any other law relating to stealing which is 
for the time being in force in any part of the British Islands, and to be 
urrent com of tue realm jor the purposes of the Acts relating to truck 
and any other like enactment. 

(6) For the purpose of meeting immediate exigencies all postal orders 
issued either before or after the passing of this Act shall temporarily 
be current and legal tender in the United Kingdom in the same manner 
und to the same extent and as fully as current coins, and shall be legal 
tender in the United Kingdom for the payment of any amount, 

The holder of any such postal order shail be entitled to obtain on de- 
mand, during office hours at the Bank of England, payment for the postal 
order at its face value in any coin which is for the time being legal 
tender in the United Kingdom for the amount of the note. 

Provisoes (6) and (c) to subsection (1) of section twenty-four of the 
Post Office Act, 1908 [8 Edw. 7., c. 48], shall not apply to any such 
postal orders. 

This subsection shall have effect only until His Majesty ‘by pro- 
clamation revokes the same, and any proclamation revoking this sub- 
section may provide for the calling in or exchange of any postal orders 
affected thereby. 

2. Issue of currency notes.] Currency notes may be isswed to such 
persons and in such manner as the Treasury direct, but the amount of 
any notes issued to any person shall, by virtue of this Act and without 
registration or further assurance, be a floating charge in priority to 
ill other charges, whether under statute or otherwise, on the assets 
vf that person, 

3. Authority to issue bank notes beyond the limit. |—The governor and 
company of the Bank of England and any persons concerned in the 
management of any Scottish or Irish bank of issue may, so far as 
temporarily authorised by the Treasury and subject to any conditions 
attached to that authority, issue notes in excess of any limit fixed by 
law; and those persons are hereby indemnified, freed, and discharged 
from any liability, penal or civil, in respect of any issue of notes 
beyond the amount fixed by law which has been made by them since 
the first day of August, nineteen hundred and fourteen, in pursuance of 
any authority of the Treasury or of any letter from the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, and any proceedings taken to enforce any such 
liability shall be void. 

4. Power to make bank notes, not otherwise legal tender, legal tender 
in Scotland and Ireland.j}—Any bank notes issued by a 5 of 
issue in Scotland or Ireland shall be legal tender for a payment of any 
amount in Scotland or Ireland respectively, and any such bank of issue 
shall not be under any obligation to pay its notes on demand except 
at the head office of the bank, and may pay its notes, if thought fit, in 
currency notes issued under this Act : 

Provided that notes which are legal tender under this section shall 
not be legal tender for any payment by the head office of the bank by 
whom they are issued for the purpose of the payment of notes issued 
by that bank. 

This section shall have effect only until His Majesty by proclamation 
revokes the same, and any proclamation revoking this section may 
provide for the calling in or exchange of notes affected thereby. 

6. Interpretation, short title, and extent.}—(1) In this Act, the ex- 
pression ‘‘ bank of issue ’’ means any bank having power for the time 
being to issue bank notes. 

(2) This Act may be cited ag the Currency and Bank Notes Act,

(3) This Act shall apply to the Isle of Man as if it were part of the 
United Kingdom, but shall not apply to any other British possession. 


Army (Supply of Food, Forage, and Stores)

An Act to enable Food, Forage, and Stores for His Majesty’s Forces 
to be requisitioned in cases of emergency. [7th August, 1914.]

1. Lxtension of section 115 of Army Act to food, forage and stores.}— 
The power of requisitioning carriages, horses, vessels, and aircraft in 
case of emergency conferred by the Army Act shall extend so as to 
include a power of requisitioning food, forage and stores of all descrip- 
tions, and, accordingly, at the end of sub-section (2) of section one 
hundred and fifteen of the Army Act there shall be inserted the words

Unreasonable Withholding of Foodstuffs Act, 1914 


An-Act to enable the Board of Trade during the present War to take 
possession of Foodstuffs unreasonably withheld.

1. Power for Board of Trade to take possession of foodstuffs un- 
reasonably withheld.\—lf the Board of Trade are of opinion that any 
foodstuff is being unreasonably withheld from the market, they may, 
if so authorized by His Majesty's Proclamation (made generally or as 
respects any particular kind of foodstuff) and in manner provided by 
the Proclamation, take possession of any supplies of foodstuff to which 
the Proclamation relates, paying to the owners of the supplies such 
price as may in default of agreement be decided to be reasonable, having 
regard to all the circumstances of the case, by the arbitration of a judge 
of the High Court selected by the Lord Chief Justice of England. 

2. Short title and duration.}—(1) This Act may be cited as the 
Unreasonable Withholding of Food Supplies Act, 1914. 

(2) This Act shall have effect only while a state of war exists between 
His Majesty and any foreign Power.

Both the hon. secretaries of 
the Reception Committee (Mr. Frank T, Carver and Mr. G. L, Wallis, 
of Hereford) have been called up on military duty. 








State (Guarantee to the Bank of 
England for Bills of Exchange. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer has for several days past, says the 
Times, been in close and constant consultation with the Governor of 
the Bank of England, the bankers, the accepting-houses, and the prin 
cipal traders for the purpose of providing the country with all the 
banking facilities it needs in the present emergency. 

The 7'imes is now able to announce that the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer has completed arrangements with the Bank of England for ter- 
minating the present deadlock in the money market and for enabling 
the trade and commerce of the country to resume its normal course. 

The greatest difficulty arose from the stoppage of remittances to 
London both from the provinces and from other countries not only in 
Europe, but in all parts of the world. This caused a break-down in 
the foreign exchanges, and deterred bankers from discounting bills in 
the normal way. To overcome this difficulty, as well as that of pro- 
viding traders in this country with all the banking facilities they need, 
the Government have now agreed to guarantee the Bank of England 
from any loss it may incur in discounting bills of exchange either home 
or foreign, bank or trade, accepted prior to the 4th of August, 1914. 

Accordingly the 7'imes is authorized to make the following announce 
ment :— 

The Bank of England are prepared, on the application of the 
holder of any approved bill of exchange accepted before the 4th 
of August, 1914, to discount it at any time before its due date at 
Bank rate, without recourse to such holder, and upon its maturity 
the Bank of England will, in order to assist the resumption of normal 
business operations, give the acceptor the opportunity until further 
notice of postponing payment, interest being payable in the mean- 
time at 2 per cent. over Bank rate varying. Arrangements will be 
made to carry this scheme into effect so as to preserve all existing 
obligations. 

The Bank of England will be prepared for this purpose to 
approve such bills of exchange as are customarily discounted by 
them, and also good trade bills and the acceptances of such foreign 
and Colonial firms and bank agencies as are established in Great 
Britain.
